the Treasury George P. Shultz con- 
ceded Friday that the United States got 
burned in the Soviet wheat deal but 
indicated it won't happen again. 


"I think it is a fair statement to say 


that they were very sharp in their buy- 
ing practices," Shultz said of the mas- 
sive 1972 wheat purchases by the Soviet 
Union, a deal which pushed up U.S. 
food prices: 


Meanwhile Sen. Walter Huddleston, 


D-Ky., said the Soviet Union appeared 
to be making at least a 100 per cent 
profit in selling some of the wheat to 
Italy at current high market prices. 


In a Senate speech, Huddleston 


asked the Agriculture Department and 
the General Accounting Office to inves- 
tigate. 


In an interview, he said the Rus- 


sians paid U.S. exporters about $1.65 
per bushel for wheat and would get 
$4.65 on the world market now.

sion of scheduled price in- 
creases by m a j o r tire, 
paper, soap and detergent 
companies.

tions hit Ford and Gener- 
al Motors hardest. 


Ford's request of a $10G 


per model increase was 
reduced to $74; General 
Motors, from $102 to $73; 
Chrysler, from $70 to $51, 
and American Motors, 
from ?61 to $55. 


In Detroit, a spokesman 


for General Motors caHed 
the ruling disappointing, 
adding that the $102 GM 
sought represented the 
cost of added equipment 
at no profit. A Chrysler 
official said its original 


request was reasonable. 
American Motors said the 
order permitted sales of 
AMC cars at prices al- 
ready announced. Ford 
officials declined to com- 
ment immediately. 


The reductions in the 


proposed increases are 30 
per cent for Ford, 28 per 
cent for General Motors, 
27 for Chrysler, and 10 for 
American. 


The increase can go into 


effect 30 days after they 
were requested under 
Phase 4 controls. The first 
increase would be Chrys- 
ler's on Sept. 14. 


But the council ruled

Japan's military ruled illegal 


TOKYO — A district court ruled 


Friday in the deepest and longest-run- 
ning controversy in postwar Japan that 
the n a t i o n ' s 260,000-man self-defense 
force was unconstitutional because it 
constituted a "war potential." The gov- 
ernment immediately a n n o u n c e d it 
would appeal to higher courts. Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Susumu \ikaido said. 
"The government is confident the self- 
defense force is in no way in conflict 
with the constitution." He was referring 
to the "no-war" clause of Japan's post- 
World War II constitution imposed by 
A m e r i c a n occupation f o r c e s w h i c h 
states "land, sea and air forces, as well 
as other war potential, will never be 
maintained. The right of belligerency of 
the state will not be recognized." Japa- 
nese legal experts predicted the case 
would end up in the nation's supreme 
court where its 15 judges, most of them 
considered "hawkish," w o u l d rule in 
favor of Ihe government.

A South Gate area com- 


munity was rocked by 
explosions Friday when a 
fire in a construction s,toi 
age yard turned four pro- 
pane tanks into deadly 
skyrockets that narrowly 
missed ,a county fire crew 
and a yard .workman 


The fire, on a corner 


where industrial plants 
meet a housing tract, 
caused an estimated $15, 
000 damage at the Cerra 
Roofing Co., 2407'Cudahy 
St., in county territory— 
and another $5,000 da'm- 
age to a county fire truck, 
disabled when a rocketing 
tank struck it like an 
incendiary shell. 


County f i r e o f f i c i a l s 


said the blaze—possibly 
touched oft by a leaking 
propane tank and a spark 
from a fork-lift engine— 
also set fire to the roof of 
an adjacent home. The 
force of the explosions 
shattered windows in 
three nearby homes they 
added. 


Despite the fact that a 


worktn a n ' w a s standing 
beside the fork-lift when 
the first explosion occur- 
red, and that f i r e m e n 
were standing on their 
truck when it was hit by 
the tank, no one was in- 
jured, officials said. 


Richard \Vatts reported 


he was moving bags of ce- 
ment mix with the forklift 
in the yard when he heard 
a hissing noise coming 
from a cluster of eight 
'heavy propane tanks. ' 


"When the top of that 


tank started going 'SSSS,' 
and when that old tank 
started wobbling, I knew 
it was 'going to go," he 
said. He jumped from the 
fork-lift and raced f r o m 
the yard just as the tank 
fell, knocking others over 
like bowling pins, and the 
f i r s t explosion occurred, 
he said. The ensuing con- 
cussions moved his fork- 
lift 10 feet, other workers 
said. 


A .block away, County 


Fire Capl. Doug W a r r 
heard the explosion as he 
and two men were leaving 
the scene of a rescue.-Mo- 
ments later, said Warr, 
his truck pulled up at the 
storage yard and blazing 
building and he radioed 
for assistance. 


Warr said he and his 


men then ran to the rear 
,of the truck and began un- 
coiling fire hoses. 


"The three of us were in 


the back. We were pulling 
lines when one guy said, 
'Watch out, it's coming!" 
They each went different 
ways. 1 climbed around 
on the running board and 
was trying to get a hose 
out," said Warr. 


A propane lank torpedo- 


ed the fire truck at that 
moment, lodging beneath 
the t r u c k and-spewing 
flame, said witnesses. For 
a few m o m e n t s , W a r r 
stayed on the r u n n i n g 
board. "Fire was coming 
out from underneath," he 
said. 


An i n s t a n t a f t e r (he 


t a n k struck the truck, 
said witnesses, another 
t a n k rocketed high over- 
head, landing across the 
street from the fiery yard. 
A third tank later was 
f o u n d in the yard of a 
home four doors away. 


When other fire units 


arrived, smoke was bil- 
lowing high over the gas- 
fed blaze, said officials. 
The fire in.the yard and in 
I home 6 te adjacent was 
extinguished by in county 
f i r e units, under Warr's 
command, within a half- 
hour, they added.

While a formal contract 


has not been signed, it 
was learned that G r u m - 
man has agreed in writing 
to the new. price. If every- 
thing goes r i g h t , the 
company will make a 
profit of $25 million on the 
deal — in contrast to Ihc 
$100 million it has written 
off on the first 13-1 planes 
it is building. 


When the 1974 budget 


was sent to Congress, the 
Navy expected to pay 
slightly over $14 million 
apiece for 50 planes — not 
counting some $2 billion 
invested in research and 


development and written 
off against the 134 planes 
a l r e a d y delivered or on 
order. 


Under the new deal, the 


price will be slightly 
under $13.9 million apiece 
for the planes, or a reduc- 
tion of nearly $200,000 pel- 
plane. Senate sources said 
the reduction represents a 
cut in the cost of the air- 
frame — the part built by 
Grumman'. 


The Navy hopes to buy 


at least 313 of the planes 
with the price on each 
yearly batch to he negoti- 
ated separately.

Compton ordering 
school expense cuts

The Comptpn Unified School District 


on the verge of financial disaster, has 
drastically cut expenses in order to keep 
the schools open during the 1973-74 
school year, Dr. Curtis K. Kennedy 
superintendent, said Friday. 


Kennedy blamed the district's finan- 


cial woes on a massive decline in enroll- 
ment, which has been caused by families 
moyjng out'of the city to avoid its 
"turbulent atmosphere and high crime 
rate.1' 
• 


:He said the district also f a c e s re- 


duced property tax revenue as the result 
of a new state law. 


KENNEDY SAID the Board of Trust- 


ees had approved a task force from the 
Los/ Angeles County superintendent of 
schools to conduct a thorough study of 
finances, business management prac- 
tices and personnel practices. 


A consultant staff will study enroll- 


ment trends, housing school staffing and 
business management, he added. The 
study, which will begin Sept. 18, is 
scheduled for completion by Dec. H 
when recommendations will be made to 
the board. 


Meanwhile, however, Kennedy said 


the'district,will be forced to function 
minus $2 million in state f u n d s . He 
added the financial crisis began last 
year when the district enrollment drop- 
ped by 2,100 students. 


. '.'.'.'Our reserve was wiped out,1' the 


superintendent said. "We cut back on 
services and did not replace any person- 
nel'. In addition, we cut out all field trips 
except those that were federally funded. 


"We also trimmed §300,000 from our 


substitute teacher budget," said Kenne- 
dy. "From January to June, administra- 
tive personnel, including the superin- 
tendent, acted as substitute teachers." 


Kennedy said the district cut mainte- 


nance costs by $300,000 but that cutting 
corners on maintenance budgets "can't 
be continued lor any leneth of time." 


The superintendent, terming the cut- 


backs'"paper decisions," said that even 
with a "hard line on expenditures, we 
ended'up with a $500,000 deficit." 


He; said 85 per cent of the district's 


budget consists of salaries, while 11 per' 
cent goes to fixed services. "We simply 
didn't have $2 million to cut," Kennedy 
explained. 


THOUGH THERE a have been some 


rumors of a teachers' strike within the 
district, the superintendent said he1 did- 
n't think his employes would walk out. 


"I have talked to leaders of all em- 


ploye organizations, and they have 
agreed to try to keep things calm until 
we see what is recommended on Dec. 
11,"Kennedy said. 


The superintendent described the dis- 


trict's financial troubles as the result of 
declining enrollment and loss of proper- 
ty tax revenues under new slate laws. 


Though 51 per cent of the city's popu- 


lation is under 20 years of age, the 
schools have trouble filling their kinder- 
garten classrooms, Kennedy explained. 


"In 1970, there were '11,000 children 


in school. This year there will be 3(i,000," 
he added. 


"Let's face if, the turbulent situation 


in this city, with its high crime rate, is 
causing families to move out. This is 
especially true for families with young 
children," Kennedy said. 


"Those with children in high school 


try to hold on, so the decline in enroll- 
ment is showing up in the secondary 
schools. 


"There are 500 vacant houses in the 


district, and taxes on many of them are 
delinquent," the superintendent added. 
He said with 130 classrooms vacant, 
there was no alternative but to close 
some of the schools. 


Also behind the district's belt-tighten- 


ing is a nesv state law, .which lops some 
$2.88 off the city's "tax rate of $6.91 per 
$100 of assessed valuation. Compton cur- 
rently operates with one of the highest 
tax rates in (he state. 


To f u r t h e r complicate matters, 


teachers are becoming more and mbre 
discontented with their salaries, which 
are the lowest of any large district in 
Los Angeles or Orange counties. 


THE AVERAGE pay scale for 19 


other districts ranges from'$8,134 to $16,- 
559. In Compton, the scale goes from 
$7,350 to $15,205. 


"Wages were revised when the 


unified district was f o r m e d in 1970," 
Kennedy said. He added that raises were 
given at t h a t time, but no pay hikes 
were given in 1971. 


"In 1972 there was a 5 per cent raise. 


Now we wait. There is no' money for 
raises," the superintendent explained. 


He said other teachers, disenchanted 


with the district because they feel their 
"principals do not support them," arc 
demanding more professional recogni- 
tion. 


"They don't wanl to be treated like 


hired hands. They are trained profes- 
sionals, and they should participate in 
policy making." 


Kennedy characterized the district's 


teachers as a group of people who arc 
"deeply concerned about the welfare of 
the children and the community. They 


, w a n t an e n v i r o n m e n t conducive to 


teaching,"he added. 


T H O U G H THE Compton schools 


have been plagued for years by disor- 
ders, rioting and numerous acts of class- 
room and c a m p u s violence, Kennedy 
said the d i s t r i c t "has made great 
progress." 


He cites the "hard-line attack" taken 


by the district, the community and the 
police for alleviating the problems of re- 
cent years. "We get close cooperation 
from the probation department and the 
dislrict attorney's office, and we invite. 
and receive the cooperation of parents." 
the superintendent said. 


Kennedy said the district has the 


leadership to achieve its goals, but (hat 
administrators must face the reality of 
drastic financial cutbacks.

and was 
recognized by 


another teacher-who com- 
plained to the school 
administration.

"Medical confirma- 
tion works hand and hand 
with Christian healing."

see their doctor for a 
medical verification and 
to have a complete physi- 
cal examination twice a 
year.

three: "Their idea that no 
matter what happened, 
God would resurrect their 
son if they persisted in 
prayer. There is no scrip- 
ture which promises or 
command us to raise the 
dead." Wilkerson, how- 
ever, believes God has 
such power, and will tell 
Sunday of witnessing or 
examining documentation 
on numerous body resur- 
rections. 
PASTOR STEELBERG, 


whose thriving church at 
the meeting of the free- 
ways is affiliated with the 
Assemblies of God, same 
denomination as the Bar- 
stow church, also stresses 
medical confirmation. 


"We have very specific 


premises with regard to 
healing," he said. "To 
begin with, we definitely 
believe in .divine healing, 
of course, as being avail- 
able to any child of God. 
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Secondly, 1 respect the 
medical profession very 
highly. In fact, at one 
point in my life I seriously 
considered becoming a 
surgeon." 


About what happened in 


Barstow... 


"In this kind of thing 


you find well meaning 
people who go into reli- 
gious detours and go off 
the deep .end. I don't know 
these particular parents 
personally, but many who 
are on the periphery of 
what God is doing super- 
naturally, do not under- 
stand what true faith in 
God means, and what can 
be experienced. 
They 


have pseudo experiences, 
and try to make them 
real." 


As a believer .in divine 


healing, Steelberg was 
asked, does he see the 
Barstow tragedy as harm- 
ful to the real thing? 


"Oh, 
no," was the 


reply. "What it docs, is to 
give an opportunity for 
some who would like to 
hurl confidence in divine 
healing, .to beat a few 
drums. 
Actually, 
the 


sovereigny of God in the 
area of healing is perfect- 
ly apparent." 


Pastor Steelberg, son of 


a minister, relates that he 
himself was stricken with 
polio during a near epi- 
demic when he was seven. 
"God healed me in 2<1 
hours, with no lasting ef- 


fects of the polio. 


"This was before the 


days of the iron lung," the 
minister continued, "and 
the doctor told my father 
there was no possible way 
I could live. The healing 
was made evident in one 
day. 
When another doctor 


came later to check me, 
he asked my father where 
was the boy who had had 
the polio, he couldn't be- 
lieve it was me." 


DOES STEELBERG at-, 


tribute his healing to 
prayer and 1 direct divine 
intervention? 


"Absolutely." 
How then distinguish 


between the faith that 
produced this medical 
healing, and the apparent- 
ly at least equal faith of 
the Barstow parents that 
didn't produce a healing? 


Steelberg referred to 


Exodus 15:26, in which 
God tells Moses the condi- 
tions which must be met 
for his people tp'be spared 
the diseases visited upon 
the Egyptians. 


"He says 'I am the Lord 


who healeth you/ Jehovah 
Rapha in the Hebrew," 
the pastor said. "It is His 
will to heal everybody, 
but provided they live 
righteously, and meet the 
conditions He has set 
forth in the word of God.

You hear this down- 


grading sort, of condemna- 
tion of the United Slates 
everywhere. Our politi- 
cians are pictured as 
cynical opportunists many 
of whose.actions would 
barely bear the light of 
day. Businessmen, sneer- 
ingly labeled the estab- 
lishment, are described as 
ruthless money grabbers 
always on the make. 


Our so-called intellectu- 


als are generally written 
off as a bunch of left 
wingers or even commu- 
nists. Our young people 
are condemned as an un- 
washed long-haired lot out 
to destroy our institutions, 
meanwhile wallowing in a 
sex-drug culture. 


Seems like nothing good 


is ever said about any- 
body, so much so that one 
gets to wondering how 
suddenly two hundred 
million people could have 
possibly all gone bad. 


Of course, one encour- 


aging factor in the news 
p a t t e r n of reporting all 
the bad in the country is 
that bad actions constitute 
news. Most news is based 
on a departure from the 
norm or else it isn't really 
news. So when and if good 
people become news we 
will indeed be pretty far 
gone on our way out as a 
nation.

shortage have caused a 
decline in the trading 
stamp business this sum- 
mer and total stamp sales 
are off 10 to 15 per cent. 


The decline is partially 


due to cost-conscious cus- 
tomers who prefer dis- 
count pricing at the gas 
station, in the food mar- 
ket, and at the drugstore 
to receiving, a bonus gift 
of stamps. 


But the dramatic de- 


cline in stamp usage this 
summer, especially dur- 
ing late May and June, 
can be blamed on the gas 
shortage. 


Since 
May, stamp 


companies say that 40 to 
50 per cent of gas stations 
which 
previously 
gave 


stamps to promote sales 
have discontinued 
the 


bonus. -The gas simply 
hasn't been there to pro- 
mole. 


"In late May and June, 


a significant .percentage 


of gas stations dropped' 
stamps. In June, sales in 
service stations were sub- 
stantially 
off, because 


stamps are 
much less 


important to the gas sta- 
tions than they used to be. 


Other 
incentive pro- 


grams have not been 
enough to erase the down- 
ward impact of gas sta- 
tions over the last couple 
of months," according to 
Eugene Reem, economist 
for Sperry & Hulchinson, 
the S & M Green stamp 
company and. the indus- 
try's largest member. 


"A GOOD percentage 


of everyone's business is 
in gas and oil,',' says an 
official for Eagle Stamp 
Co., 
active in the- St. 


Louis, Mo., Cleveland and 
Youngstown, Ohio, areas. 


"Business has to be less 


this year than last due to 
the loss of gas accounts." 
,He notes that his compa- 
ny, like most, did 20-25 
per cent of its stamp busi- 
ness in gas accounts be- 


fore the shortage hit.

lasts, stamp companies 
are selling stamp services 
as an incentive to savings 
banks for customers open- 
ing new accounts, to retail 
stores io help 
promote 


traffic 
in 
departments 


with high ticket items, to 
discount chains as 
an 


additional 
incentive 
to 


sales, and to other busi- 
nesses in safety, waste 
reduction and office per- 
formances programs. 


Stop and Save Triple S 


Trading Stamps operates 
in Florida and the North- 


east, where business was 
especially hard hit by the 
gas shortage. It has set up 
a program with 32 manu- 
facturers including Scott 
Paper Co., Lever Broth- 
ers, and Pillsbury Co. to 
promote certain products. 


A number on packages 


tells how many stamps 
the box top represents. 


MOST STAMP compa- 


nies see the current slump 
as the downward half of a 
cyclical movement which 
is about to turn around. 
They predict the stamp 
business will recover as 
soon as customers feel the 


fuel shortage is over and 
as soon as inflation cases. 


"People are so price 


conscious with inflation. 
That's what killed the 
stamp trend. It it wasn't 
for inflation, the stamp 
craze would still be going 
great guns," says Roland 
Williams, an analyst for 
E.F. Ilutlon & Co.

Financial planning has 


long been one of the skills 
of corporation, and finan- 
cial advice has long been 
one of the needs of execu- 
tives, but many compa- 
nies have been reluctant 
to enter the area. 


Don't bet synthetics 


People who believe synthetic fuels will make a sig- 


nificant contribution to an early easing of the energy 
crisis are disillusioned. 


Synthetic fuels will not contribute more than 1 per 


cent to the nation's total energy supplies by 1985, 
Industry Week magazine for managers said. 


Leading candidates in North America as synthetic 


fuel sources are Canadian tar sands, oil shale, and con- 
version of coal into the clean energy forms of synthetic 
gas and liquids — in that order. 


There is near-unanimous agreement among the au- 


thorities that the synthetic fuel with the most immedi- 
ate potential is Canadian tar sands (deposits in the U. 
S. are relatively small) that would yield crude oil. 
There is one commercial plant in operation; others are 
in the planning stage. 


The next best bet are oil shale deposits in the west- 


ern U. S. Yet to be solved are monumental problems 
connected with the tremendous water usage required 
and waste rock disposal. Nevertheless, oil shale as a 
source of-'crude oil is on the verge of its commercial 
breakthrough. One pilot plant is in operation and anoth- 
er one is planned. 
. 


Applications most seriously considered today.for 


coal conversion processes are the making of high-BTy 
synthetic gas for pipelines and low-BTU gas and litjuid 
f u e l for power generation and p e r h a p s industrial 
plants. 


More than a dozen processes of coal gasification 


are being studied or tried in pilot plants, the business 
magazine said. 


Liquefaction of coal as a source of synthetic fuel is 


drawing little attention from governmental and private 
sectors. Technology for coal liquefaction is only par- 
tially developed. Some people believe, however, that 
coal' liquefaction has more potential than gasification 
in alleviating the energy crisis. 


One authority says it is now beginning to be recog- 


nized that a mistake was made ten years ago when re- 
search ami development emphasis was shifted away 
from liquefaction and toward gasification. 


Industry Week pointed out that authorities say that 


what happens in synthetic fuel between now and 1985 
and beyond depends largely on governmental policy to- 
ward a wide range of activities — imports, pricing, 
economics, research and development, environmental 
control, and others. 


A seeming lack of direction in research and devel- 


1 opment, some critics contend, stems from the apparent 


fact that there is little agreement on what kind of ener- 
gy industry (the largest consumer) will be using two 
decades or so from now. 


One authority told the magazine "It makes no 


sense to me to take coal and convert it into gas or liq- 
. uid fuel to replace natural gas and oil. I see no long- 
range market in industry for coal 'gasification. The 
industrial energy consumption pattern will change and 
create a tremendous demand for electric power."

Ask 10 professional gardeners if they like A' pi-um 


gravoolcns (gra-vee1 o-lenz). The chances are, most of 
them haven't even heard the name, though it is a com- 
monly known vegetable ... celerv, of the carrot fami- 
ly! It is a Eurasian biennial planted one year to har- 
vest the next year. Though listed as a biennial, one of 
the leading seed houses lists three varieties of celery 
seed. The seed-started -lants are listed to grow to ma- 
turity from 115 to 135 days depending upon the climate 
and variety. 


Now, 
before we proceed further about the celery 


blooms, there's a horticultural term, holt, which means 
to produce seeds prematurely. It aptly fits vegetables 
that sometimes (bolt) bloom prematurely before the . 
vegetables ripen, The root vegetables particularly are 
pithy-like and not desirable to eat. 


We purposely let some stray celery seed from a 


wild birds seed mixture grow in a flower bed. It was 
allowed to grow beyond the harvp.slina staee and even- 
tually developed into a three-foot tall bush with second- 
ary spreading branches, all topped with greenish-white 
umbels. That flowering celery plant was just as inter- 
esting as any of the other blooming flowers. 


IT WAS heartening and encouraging to read that one of 
the Dodger baseball players, Ken McMulleii and his 
family in Oxnard participate in growing their own 
vegetables and harvest them fresh for best flavor and 
vitamins content. 


Some of the vegetables seeds gardeners now can 


sow are turnip, Swiss chard, peas, New Zealand spin- 
ach, radish, endive, beet, cabbage, onion, parsley and 
carrot. 


Though September still is a real hot month, gar- 


deners can plant snapdragon and stock for earlier 
blooming after the first of the year. The first time 
(some years ago) we heard a wholesale bedding plant 
driver tell a nurseryman that now is a good time to set 
out established flat-grown snaps and stocks, we thought 
he was simply trying to push the sale of those plants. 
We tried the driver's suggestion and the following year 
(during January) the stocks and soon the snaps began 
to bloom-. The happiest result of all was no riist infested 
snapdragons. 


EXPERIENCED gardeners know one has to plan 


in advance for future crops of flowers, whether annuals 
or perennials. And again, now is a good time to set out 
perennials that will take advantage of the warm weath- 
er, get a better root system established before the cold 
weather gradually takes over. 


One of the easy to grow, minimum care, perennials 


is tulbaghia violacea, or the "society garlic." The aver- 
age quarter-inch to foot or longer leaves are edible, 
somewhat onion-like, and in flavor too, with a touch of 
garlic. The leafage can be. cut up fine and sprinkled 
over baked potatoes or sprinkled over a green salad. 
The attractive lavender flowers (in clusters on tall 
stalks) add the needed blue tone in a sunny flower bed. 
The plants flower from May through October. They'd 
be ideal as an informal hedge planting along a heat- 
reflected driveway. They would be also ideal for edging 
the patio floor to add a touch of semi-privacy from the 
rest of the garden. 


TRANSVAAL daisies, too (Gerbera), would( get a 


good root growth if set out now and planted in similar, 
landscape situations as suggested for lulbaghia, except 
for one important factor: watering must lie controlled 
by the gardener. Plants love generous drinks of water 
when thirsty, then no more till the leaves wilt, indicat- 
ing a need for similar drink whether watered three 
days ago or ten days ago. Gerbera should be fed at 
least once a month the year round, for nearly all-year 
gorgeous, daisy-like blossoms.

The plant has a large area made especially for it in my 
cement walk. The camellias are along the north side of 
my porch and until'recently had been thriving. But I 
find these .leaves on otherwise healthy plants, with 
exception of-the large leaf t h a t is yellow with the 
brown edge.
